Aside from tlie routine of olticp work, 


tho keeping of records, distributing 
blanks, collecting reports, holding Mnm- 
mationp, grading 
papere.v-orgamzipg 


eehool districts, conducting correspond- 
ence anil the many duties of this nature, 
much time has" been given to visiting 
and supervising tbo schools. 
At the annual election in May. 18D1, 


thirty ono . districts, representing four- 
fiftliB of tho population adopted the free 
text book 6>ptem, with few dissenting 
voice.• Since tbat time other districts 
have followed until now 'M per cent, of 
tho school children arc furnished freo 
books. The cbango proved popular and 
tbc results htfve shown the *ibdomQf 
the change.

Kspecial effort has been directed to 


grading and classifying tbe rural Schools. 
The schools arc now fairly well graded, 
although the rigid nnd indexible system 
ot the city school is not attempted. 


Monthly reports are sent to the par- 


ents and a monthly summary of enroll- 
ment, attendance, etc, is Bent to the su- 
perintendent. 


An examination was given by the su- 


perintendent to tbose completing the 
common school course. Thirty-five boys 
and girls passed those examinations -with 
credit, and received nicely engraved di- 
plomas which ndmit tor the high schools 
without further 
examination. These 


have doubtless caused pupils to do bet- 
ter work and to remain longer in school. 
This course of itself gives n better edu- 
qation than n majority ever get, yet 
thece bojs and girls hav e dot rested on

The school library plan has continued 


to grow; and many districts now have 
excellent libraries.

Marked improvement is noticed in the 


subject of reading in the rural schools.-. 


The Cripple Creek gold region has 


added several schools and prcoonted 
school officers with difficult problems for 
solution. The. oflicore,- without build- 
ings, money or Rsncseable property, wero 
suddenly confronted with a m««i of 
bright bojsand girls clamoring for an 
education. Great-credit is due the school 
board for the time1 and energy" spent in 
thefr determination to provide ei-hool fa- 
cilities. Tho first school was held in a 
tent. Obstacles are- disappearing and 
tho district .now has fin able corps of 
elovin teachers, six buildings have been 
secured in tho various camps, free books 
are furnished, the schools are graded 
and under go<>d discipline, with tbe pros- 
pect of a handsome, brick building in the 
metropolis tho coming summer. 
Iho financial interests have not been 


overlooked. -While, n hberaPexpendi- 
turo in securing competent teachers, 
longer term* and better equipments bus 
been advocated, economy in. expenses 
and more businesslike methods in man- 
agement of the linances have been 
urged. 
The indebtedness of dis.tncta 


has materially decreased and their war- 
rants, notwithstanding the times, are 
still -worth their face in gold.. 
• Educational meetings have been held 
ra various parts of the county with the 
puii/oee' of working up a professional 
spirit among teachers and of securing 
more Intelligent co-operation on the part 
communities. 
Colorado, nnd El Paso county espe- 


cially, are favored by nature in securing 
superior teachers. College and normal 
graduates and teachers with years ot 
experie»co in the East are not infre- 
quently-found in obscure-schools-on 
small salaries for the sake of tbe climate 
arid location till they can secure hotter 
imsitions. Tho supply is largo and w» 
ar« able to select.
